Seminary  Kector 


One  of  the  most  important  elements  of  St.  Procopius  is  the  Seminary.  The  training 
of  priests  was  one  of  the  earhest  works  of  St.  Procopius,  and  the  Seminary  now  has 
many  glorious   traditions   behind   it. 

The  aim  of  the  Seminary's  training  is  to  provide  the  Church  with  priests  who  are 
devout,  zealous,  and  studious.  This  high  aim  requires  harmonious  development  of  the 
physical,  social,  intellectual  powers  of  the  priestly  candidates.  The  example  of  the  faculty 
is  the  strongest  incentive  for  the  pursuit  of  this  ideal. 

Quickly  arising  early  in  the  morning,  the  Seminarians  begin  their  morning  prayers 
with  a  beautiful  hymn  to  Our  Lady.  After  a  short  contemplation  based  on  the  mysteries 
of  the  day.  Prime,  the  first  of  the  Liturgical  hours,  is  recited.  Following  this,  all  the 
seminarians  have  the  opportunity  to  assist  at  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  and  occasion- 
ally participate  in  a  Missa  Recitata.  On  Sundays  they  blend  their  voices  in  rendering 
the  Chant  for  the  Solemn  Mass.  Thus,  the  spirit  of  the  liturgy  permeates  the  day  through 
the  recitation  of  Vespers  and  Compline  which  is  enchanced  by  Marian  devotion  and 
private  spiritual  reading.  This  program  of  liturgical  prayer  is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
distinctive  elements  in  the  life  of  a  Seminarian  at  St.  Procopius  Seminary. 

The  majority  of  the  Seminarians  are  from  the  Diocese  of  Joliet  in  which  they  assist 
the  apostolate  by  catechizing  on  week-ends.  Seeing  that  the  Diocese  was  formed  less 
than  three  years  ago,  there  are  many  parts  of  it  where  the  faith  is  yet  to  be  planted  and 
strengthened.  This  catechizing  is  one  of  the  major  extra  curricular  activities  of  the 
Seminary,  Some  of  the  Seminarians  travel  as  much  as  sixty  miles  every  week-end  in 
order  to  carry   on  this  work. 

Among  the  other  activities  of  the  Seminary,  there  is  also  an  informal  discussion 
held  weekly  for  the  purpose  of  learning  the  proper  application  of  Christian  Truth  to 
supplant  the  prevalent  materialistic  mentality  which  is  so  general  in  society  today.
